BUY YOUR GOODS AT HOME. 


Many people “send away” from 
Reno to buy goods that they might 
much better buy at home. In ymany 
cases the articles ordered from San 
Francisco or elsewhere couid be 
bought here at the same or 4 less cost. 
Then in buying at home one has the 
advantage of personal selection, also 
saving time and express charges. 
Much of the large snm paid for mon- 
ey orders here goes to build up retail- 
ers in other places. This is a bad 
state of things. Reno can never keep 
up first-class business houses by pat- 
ronizing outside establishmenis. 

An illustration of the folly of send- 
ing away for goods is afforded by the 
following example: A Reno man re- 
cently received from a retail cutlery 
establishment, in Toledv, Ohio, a 
pamphlet containing descriptions and 
prices of their stock in trade. In look- 
ing tt over he saw a description of a 
razor strop of a peculiar pattern. It 
was just what he wanted. So he 
wrote for the article, enclosing a post- 
office order fur 75 cents, the price ad- 
vertised. Iu two weeks time 
he received the strop. It was a good 
one and worth the money. But since 
he has‘hscertained that a local dealer 
has exactly the same strop for sale at 
the same price. The purchaser could 

_ have procured what he wanted right 
here in Reno without any loss of time. 
The article was really cheaper here, 
because there was a commission of ten 
cents on the order. 

The habit of sending away for 
things grows fast and fairly gets to be 
a vice at last. There are people in 
Reno who would.gooner send to San 
Francisco for a nutmeg-grater than 
buy one at home. If anyone wants 
an article for common use, the chances 
are ten to one that it will be found for 
sale here. Ifnot, any local dealer, 
if the article is in the _ class 
of goods in which he trades, 
will’or should be glad to order. There 
are hundreds of books ordered from 
publishers or from San Francisco, 
that could be got as quickly and 
as cheaply through some local dealer. 
On the other hand, if local dealers 
would take pains§to advertise and keep 
their business constantly before the 
public, there would be less importing 
done by their customers. The busi- 
ness men who advertise the most are 
usually those who complain the least 


of the evil above discussed.

THE SACK IN CALIFORNIA,

The Oakland 7ribwne gives the fol- 
lowing interesting bit of news. It 
appears that Flood’s sack was untied 
in the late election in California: 

‘*We learn from good authority that 
J. C. Flood, the bonanza king, will be 
a candidate for United States Senator 
to succeed Newton Booth. Mr. Fiood, 
it is reported, contributed more than 
any other ten men to carry California 
for Hancock, and to show their grati- 
tude for his assistance, the Democratic 
members of the Legislature thiak of 
giving Mr. Flood the party nomina- 
tion for Senator. He would then only 
lack ten votes of an election. If the 
Republican members are divided over 
rival candidates ana get split asunder, 
many politicians seem to think that 
Mr. Flood can win the prize.

EXPERIMENTAL ARTESIAN WELLS. 


The Gazetre te-day republishes a 
valuable article from the Eureka Sen- 
tinel, calling attention to the vast im- 
portance of experimental deep artesi- 
an wells for the State of Nevada. This 
subject has been almost a hobby with 
the GazettE. It has repeatedly urged 
the sinking of wells in the Great Ba- 
sin by private capitalists ‘or by the 
Government, Let a flowing well 
once be obtained ata moderate depth 
in this section and a great future is as- 
sured. The possibilities of agricul- 
ture in Nevada are now limited by 
the amount of water in sight for irri- 
gation. Deep down in the earth be- 
neath us may be vast and inexhausti- 
ble natural reservoirs that need only 
to be tapped to gush forth . unfailing 
streams of water sufficient to trans- 
form the whole desert region into pro- 
ductive lands. In these chances are 
the possibilities of vast wealth and a 
great population. The article from the 
Sentinel reviews the whole subject, and 
willrepay a careful perusal. The suc 
cess of deep artesian wells in Nevada 
would be of incalculably mere import- 
ance than the development of bonanzas 
in the Comstock lode. 


THE COMING ECLIPSES. 


The people of the Pacific coast ex- 
clusively are to be favored with an 
eclipse of the moon on Decr. 16. At 
San Franciscu the eclipse begins at 
5:35 A. M., and is total at 6:44 a. Mm., 
the moon setting at 7:14 a. M., totally 
eclipsed. These figures are from the 
Triuune Almanac. The eclipse should 
be visible at Reno. In looking for 
the phenomenon it should be borne in 
mind that our time is about ten min- 
utes ahead of San Francisco’s. The 
people of the Atlantic coast will have 
asort of consolation eclipse on the 
morning of Decr. 31, when the sun 
will rise partially obscured by 
the moon, which satellite will 
attempt to edge in between us 
and the solar stove at that time. If 
the Boston, the Charleston and the 
Chicago folks will turn out early 
that morning, they will get a glimpse 
of the sun with a frown on his face. 


EDITORIAL NOTKXS, 


Henry Ward Beecher said this in 
his sermon last Sunday: ‘‘I tell you 
brethern, emphatically and undeniably, 
that the Calvanistic creed is hideous 
in its idea of Almighty God.

In the present 
financial condition of the State it is 
not advisable to appoint new officers 
with large salaries.

How They Might Make Nevada a Rich 
and Populous State—fHistory of Ef- 
forts to Get Legislation in the Mat- 
ter. 

The following interesting and val- 
uable article is from the columns of 
the Eureka Sentinel: 3 
For more than ten years I have 
urged the great, almost paramount 
importance of some public, systematic 
plan for sinking artesian wells in the 
interior deserts, ani especially in the 
State of Nevada. My first effort was 
through Senator Mullan, of Nye coun- 
ty, in 1870, in the Legislatuie of the 
State, which proved a failure, the 
author and projector being considered 
insane ou the subject, especially by a 
few scientists. Next I made an effort 
through Senators Nye and Stewart; 
then I tried Congressman Fitch, but 
with a like success, and not until 
through Congressman Kendall was 
any effort made in the way of public 
aid, and though he made a noble 
effort, and drew upon him the epithet 
of being the “Artesian Borer,” failed, 
partly because of time, and being in 
the minority. 

My next effort was through Mr. 
Wren, who, though thinking with me, 
said he would not have time during 
that session. At the last session of 
Congress, some member, I think from 
Colorado, introduced a bill which 
was referred to a committee, where it 
is likely sleeping, since those who 
live in countries where the rains are 
bounteous can never see thé import- 
ance of the measure as we do who in- 
habit these barren waste deserts. 

Some years since a law was enacted 
for Arkansas, but made applicable to 
other States,known asjthe Swamp and 
Overflowed Land Act, the ebject be- 
ing a system for reclaiming marshy 
and swampy lands, believed to be the 
most valuable of all others if re- 
claimed, as well as rendering sickly 
districts tree frum malarious diseases 
—a measure that has been approved 


. by the entire people. Now, we of 


the interior deserts, the death valley 
of the American Continent, present 
claims of no less importance, and ask 
that Congress will aid by lands or 
money, or both, in some way to fu'ly 
demonstrate the practicability of get- 
ting an abundance of water by sink- 
ing artesian wells in our unsightly 
and werthless deserts. It has been 
fully proven that the interior deserts 
are as productive as any lands, hardly 
excepting the Mississippi bottoms, 
provided water for irrigation can be 
obtained. Itis my opinion that an 
abundance can be had at less than 500 
feet in Bdepth, which, if successtul, 
would bring into market many mil- 
lions of acres that otherwise will ever 
remain absolutely worthless.

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A Watch’s Wenderful Work. 
William Goeggel, the popular jew- 
eler, furnishes the GazErtTe with the 
following interesting calculation: 

The balance wheel of a watch strikes 
five vibrations per second; 300 per

, NEVADA'S CENSUS. 


A Total Population of 60.000. The Of- 
ficial Returns all in at Last. 


Jackson Ferguson, Supervisor of 
the Census for the State of Nevada, 
accompanied by R. R. Brouner, a spe- 
cial U. S. Census Agent from Wash- 
ington, arrived in Reno last evening. 
Mr. Ferguson informed a GAZETTE re- 
porter that the official returns of the 
census of Nevada had been completed. 


The last folio was made up at Wads- 


worth yesterday, on his way here. 
The law required the census to be 
completed in June last. A complete 


census was in that month obtained of 
every county in the State except Hum- 
boldt and Linculn. Returns from 
Union, Golconda and Mt. Rose divis 

ion of Humboldt, and from two divis- 
ions of Lincoln county were wanting. 
Vexatious delays have occurred in 
gathering and completing the returos 
from these two counties. 

Mr. Ferguson had not access to his 
books last evening. He was, therefore, 
unable to give the exact figures of the 
census. He stated, however, that the 
total population of the State is very 
close to 60,000—not more than 200 
above or below those figures. The 
returns show a general gain through- 
out the State over the last census. It 
was expected that Storey county 
wonld show a great falling off, but its 
present population is betwaen 16,000 
and 17,000, an increase of about 
4,500 over its population in 1870. The 
exact official figures of the census of 
the State will appear in a few days. 

Mr. Ferguson thinks that the enu- 
merators ip Nevada did not receive 
sufficient compensation. Their pay 
was only $6 per day. In some in- 
stances it had cost them $4 per day, 
for a number of days at a time, for 
horse hire. The cause of the long de- 
lay in getting returns from Humboldt 
and Lincoln counties was partly the 
insufficient pay. Several enumerators 
abandoned their work before it was 
half completed. 

Mr. Ferguson and Mr. Brouner went 
to Virginia this morning on business 
connected with the census. Mr Brou- 
ner gocs to San Francisco in a day or 
two. 


The Wales Con. Fire. 

Superintendent Griffith of the Wales 
Con. mine went west last night. 
He was interviewed by a GAZETTE re- 
porter.The late firestarted in the blAck- 
smith shop at the south end of the 
hoisting-works building. The wind 
was from the south, and the flames 
were driven through the building to- 
wards the shaft. The frame work soon 


went,and the sheave fell into the shaft, 
doing considerable damage. Ali the 
machinery was destroyed. There 
were some men working in a winze 
400 feet below the surtace. They 
came up on a windlass rigged up by 
Mr. Griffith as soon as possible after 
the fire started to a tunnel 60 feet 
away from the surface, through which 
they escaped. The most intense ex- 
citement prevailed until the men came 
out. The mine was very dry and the 
shaft very well timbered, and every 
one thought it would burn out. It 
was saved by pouring water from a 
large tank down it. Over 700 gal- 
lons were used. Mr. Griffith is on his 
way to San Francisco to make prep- 
arations for reconstructing the works. 
Men are at work clearing up the 
debris.

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An Opinion From The Outside on the 
Fature of Keno. 


The Elko Post tnus prophesies: 
‘Work will soon be commenced upon 
a new railroad (narrow gauge) to ex- 
tend between Reno and the Oregon 
coast. Great things are expected for 
Reno when the road is completed. 
There is no reason why the pretty 
town on the banks of the Truckee 
should not become a large and flour- 


ishing city. It can never become so, 
however, unless capital goes in there 
and utilizes its magnificent water 
power in manufacturiog enterprises. 
The agricultural, grazing and mining 
country around Reno would not sup- 
port a large population there. The 
Comstock absorbs all the agncultural 
products that can be produced. Reno 
itself could use them were its own 
people producing something which 
would bring money in. Once the 
road north is completed and the grain, 
vegetables, etc., of Oregon can be laid 
down at Virginia and Reno for much 
less than they can be produced at 
home. Consequently, unless the 
Renoites engage extensively in manu- 
facturing enterprises, the Oregon rail- 
road will not prove an unmixed bless- 
ing to the ambitious little Nevada 
town.”
